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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Claims are rejected under the same grounds 
for 102 and 103 as presented in the final office action. 

First, to address Para 4 of page 9 of applicants arguments, the examiner did not imply that the terms on page 45 were equivalent to the 
extracted synonyms, instead the examiner states that the extracted synonyms (which are taught of page 8) are search terms, and thus 
would be treated just as the depicted search terms on page 45 

Second, to address Para 5 the argument is with regards to none claimed subject matter as the claim does not state" presenting the user 
with an option of selecting the object of the search based on the search word entered by the user." If this is how applicant intends claim 1 
to be interpreted it is suggested that applicant amend claim 1 to include this language. 

As per applicants arguments with regard to claim 5 the applicant again reads limitations from the specification to argue the claim. 
As per applicants arguments under 103 are not persuasive as Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.111(b) because they 
amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the 
claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. Instead the applicant merely alleges that certain limitation as not taught without 
any explanation as to how the cited portions of the prior art differ from the claim language. 
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
